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Ford requests $11 million 
to beef up Secret Service 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today asked Congress for an ad­ 
ditional $11 million for the next fiscal 
year to hire 150 more Secret Service 
agents, add new security gates at the 
White House and to support increased 
travel costs. 
The move followed two recent inci­ 
dents in which women aimed guns at the 
President in California. 
In a letter to House Speaker Carl 
Albert, Ford said the new agents would 
boost the Secret Service force by more 
than 10 per cent to 1,500 members. 
He said the new agents would augment 
132 new protective support positions and 
that would cost $5 million alone He did

not make clear where the positions were 
located 


In addition to the money sought for 
fiscal year 1976, Ford asked for $2.5 
million for the transitional quarter. In 
1976, the beginning of the fiscal year 
changes from July to October and money 
must be provided separately for those 
three months. 
Ford said he made the request “ in the 
light of recent events” although he did 
not mention directly the two assassina­ 
tion attempts this m(Mith. 
Members of Congress, the Secret Ser­ 
vice and the general public have urged 
Ford to stop traveling as extensively and 


shaking hands with voters since the inci­ 
dents 


“ While this increase is substantial," 
Ford said of his request. “ I believe it is 
fully warranted in the light of recent 
events and the demands placed upon the 
Secret Service for protection of can­ 
didates in the upcoming election and for 
protection of increasing numbers of 
foreign dignitaries who will be visiting 
the United States in the bicentennial ” 


Despite an earlier indication by the 
White House that Ford might be curbing 
his travel schedule. Ford announced to­ 
day he will make a brief trip to West 
Virginia and New Jersey Thursday In 


h^lkins. W Va , he will ride as grand 
marshal in a parade expected to draw 
125.000 persons 
Ford’s move to beef up presidential 
security coincided with his plans to 
travel to Chicago later today with an 
overnight stay in the Chicago area and a 
trip to Omaha, Neb Wednesday 
The overall funds Ford requested to­ 
day would provide- 
— Increased travel and transportation 
costs and replacement of vehicles that 
meet government replacement stand­ 
ards at a cost of $5 4 million 
— New security gates to prevent un­ 
authorized entry of motor vehicles at the 
White House at a cost of $600,000.

Public safety plan 
touches many areas 


(This is the first of a series focusing at­ 
tention on the City of Lompoc’s public 
safety element to the general plan.)

Staff writer 
On Oct. 13. Lompoc Planning Commis­ 
sion will hold a public hearing on a factor 
in our lives that doesn’t mean much until 
something adverse happens. 
At stake is the public safety element of 
the general plan. The state has mandated 
an outline of hazards to the public safety 
and how we propose to deal with them. A 
corollary or handmaiden to the element 
in these times of concern is a report on 
the 
environmental 
impact 
of 
im­ 
plementing the mitigation proposals. In 
other words, the city’s Comrnunity 
Development Department has tried to 
show what the consequences or side ef­ 
fects are to carrying out the element’s 
recommendations and some of the costs. 
And also some of the consequences of no 
implementation or too little. 
Implementation of the recommenda­ 
tions will cost money and in a real sense 
change the face of the city - how much 
in either case remains for the electorate 
to decide and if and when. 
First of all the element outlines the 
hazards: fire, geologic, natural, man- 
induced; air pollution and crime. All 
pose a threat in varying degree to our 
health and safety. 
The hearing is to determine whether 
the public agrees with the premises and 
if so, what should be done about it. 
Here, briefly, is a list of the recom­ 
mendations: On preparedness for fire, 
the element recommends “ Upgrade fire 
prevention 
and 
protection 
services 
through the addition of a north town fire 
station and relocation or reconstruction 
of existing facilities in the south town.” 
The overall statement also includes 
recommendations on fire suppression 
water supplies. 


On geologic hazards, the element talks 
about studies and surveys aimed at iden­ 
tifying the specific seismic phenomena 
and includes this admonition: “ Identify 
structurally 
unsound 
buildings that 
would prove hazardous in an earthquake 
and work with property owners to im­ 
prove structures.” Readers may recall 
the Record identified two downtown 
buildings that have come under official 
criticism because of alleged structural

inadequacies. Local businessmen are 
also talking about a full scale report on 
the structural sufficiency of all buildings 
in a nine-block area of the downtown. 
That report has yet to be made public. 
On the question of natural acts and 
hazards, the element talks about design 
and building requirements to offset the 
threat of 100-year floods; and includes 
this statement: “ Encourage the state to 
require permanent, ground mounted, 
reinforced tie-downs foi mobile homes 
and trailers as part of all trailer parks 
and individual site locations.” Inciden­ 
tally the section also deals with the 
potential threat of flooding as a result of 
possible failure of Bradbury Dam at 
Cachuma Reservoir. Of primary concern 
is how would we evacuate everyone and 
could we? 
On 
the question of man-induced 
hazards, the element talks about ex­ 
tending Central Avenue easterly to con­ 
nect with Highway 246 and the use of that 
artery to carry explosives and other 
hazardous 
materials 
directly 
to. 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. At present 
as most readers know, the truck route 
for such materials runs through the city 
along A Street. 
. 
On the question of air pollution, the 
element proposes changing the heavy 
reliance on the automobile and cites the 
need to set up air monitoring programs. 
On the question of crime prevention, 
the element urges a strengthening of ex­ 
isting 
training 
and 
communication 
programs and includes this provocative 
sentence: “ Discourage crinie through 
the incorporation of ‘defensible space’ 
concepts into the design review and sub­ 
division review process.” 
Tomorrow a look at the environmental 
impact report and some of the historical 
basis for the mitigation recommenda­ 
tions.

Emperor Hirohito begins visit 
to U.S. amidst tight security 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 
Hearst was taken from her jail cell to 
Stanford University Medical Center to­ 
day for psychiatric tests after her 
lawyers warned her mental condition 
was “ deteriorating.” 
The examination was her second in 
two days at the medical facility 45 miles 
from here. She was given tests there 
Monday during a day of maneuvering by 
her attorneys who warned she was 
becoming “ more spaced out” at the jail 
where she is held in Redwood City. They 
filed a motion in federal court asking for 
her removal to a more “ conducive” 
medical facility. 
Defense Attorney F. Lee Bailey said 
today he thinks the public considers the 
case against Miss Hearst “ open and 
shut” against her and he will need “ 50 
rabbits in a hat” to pull it out. 
Bailey, who heads the newspaper 
heiress’ six-man defense team, said he 
drew his conclusions about public feeling 
in appearances in six major cities since 
conferring with her last Friday in the 
nearby San Mateo County Jail. 


“ Everything I’ve heard about her 
points to this attitude,” he said. “ That 
includes reactions from both generations 
(young and old)—at lecture audiences of 
businessmen and college students. The 
fact that she was forcibly abducted is 
overlooked. People simply don’t unders­ 
tand the case.” 
The attorney, who has been the 
defense lawyer for the Boston Strangler 
and Dr. Sam Shepard, who was accused 
of murdering his wife, said Miss 
Hearst’s lawyers have to overcome a 
public image in which her case is linked 
with Lynette “ Squeaky” Fromme and 
Sara Jane Moore, charged with trying to 
assassinate President Ford.

together,” Bailey said. 
He said questions about the affidavit 
signed by Patty and released last week in 
which she claimed she was brutalized 
and driven to the point of insanity by her 
Symbionese Liberation Army captors 
“ are moot. It’s not appropriate for me to 
comment on those who handled the case 
before.” 


Economic indicators 


end upward cycle 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
index of leading economic indicators 
leveled off in August to end a five-month 
upward cycle, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment said today. 
Many economists say the index shows 
which direction the economy will take in 
future months. But the zero change from 
July left the next swing in Question. 
'The index was unchanged in January, 
1973, before moving downward to signal 
the longest recession in post-World War 
II economic history. But it was also flat 
in June, 1972, before rising to forecast a 
period of economic prosperity. 
Commerce said the index was un­ 
changed in August because of mixed 
results among the 11 available in­ 
dicators. Five rose, five fell and one — 
the worker layoff rate - was unchanged. 
Commerce said the index stood at 101.7 
in August - matching July’s figure ex­ 
actly — compared with the 1967 base of 
100. 
The July index increase was revised 
upward to 2.8 per cent. 'The preliminary 
report last month had shown the in­ 
crease from June was 1.7 per cent, se­ 
cond lowest rise since the upward cycle 
began in March. 
Stock prices, which fell 7.4 per cent on 
the Commerce index, were the major 
reason for downward pressure in August. 
Stock prices were unstable in August 
because investors were concerned over 
rising interest rates and the end of the 
OPEC oil price freeze in September. 
Strongest upward movement resulted 
from a 6 per cent growth in retail and 
wholesale 
stores 
reporting 
slower 
deliveries — an indication that manufac­ 
turers couldn’t keep up with orders.

United States visit amid tight security, 
bringing 
full 
cycle 
the 
friendship 
between World War II enemies. 
The 74-year-old emperor, whose 50- 
year reign has seen relations between 
the the two countries swing sharply from 
friends to wartime foes to peacetime 
allies, was greeted by a fife and drum 
corps dressed in American Revolu­ 
tionary costumes. 
The imperial couple also received 
flowers from children and waved to 
about 300 Japanese wives of American 
servicemen on his arrival. The children 
carried crayon colored Japanese flags. 
Japanese officials described the visit 
of the emperor — the only one in 
Japanese history to travel abroad after 


ascending the throne — as a national 
adventure. 
Hirohito, who will be honored by Presi­ 
dent Ford later this week and also will 
visit Disneyland during two weeks in the 
United States, was greeted by U.S. of­ 
ficials on his arrival 
Security was tight, but sources said the 
fear was that the emperor might be at­ 
tacked by Japanese radicals such as the 
Red Army, not by Americans harboring 
any lingering bitterness from the war 
The official part of the state visit 
begins Thursday morning when Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Ford will receive the 
emperor 
and 
empress 
in 
formal 
ceremonies at the White House. The 
President and Mrs. Ford also will give a 
white tie state banquet for the imperial 
couple at the White House Thursday 
night 


With the arrival of the emperor — 
regarded as the living symbol of Japan — 
Japanese-American 
relations have 
come full circle Only 34 years ago Japan 
tried, in the name of Hirc^ito, to 
militarily defeat the United States 


For the emperor the visit is the fulfill­ 
ment of a lifelong dream. He had wanted 
to visit the United States for the past 50 
years, but a variety of events made it im­ 
possible 


Besides Williamsburg and Washington, 
the emperor and empress will visit Cape 
Cod. Mass., New York, Chicago, Los 
Angeles. San Diego. San Francisco and 
Hawaii 


Security measures were also extreme­ 
ly tight iri Tokyo before the imperial cou­ 
ple flew here via Anchorage.

MADRID (UPI) - Supporters of 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco today 
mounted a campaign to counter a wave 
of indignation at home and abroad over 
the execution of five urban guerrillas. 
The executions brought widespread anti- 
Spanish 
demonstrations 
throughout 
Europe and South America. 
Madrid Mayor Miguel Angel Garcia 
Lomas called on the capital’s 3.5 million 
population to demonstrate Wednesday 
against a “ dark attack on Spain and her 
sovereignty.” and it was considered like­ 
ly that Franco, 82. would attend per­ 
sonally. 
Right-wingers smeared some Madrid 
houses with 
pro-Franco 
and anti­ 
communist slogans, and in Barcelona 
extremists 
firebombed 
the 
Belgian 
consulate and the offices of the French 
airline Air France. 
A small explosive device went off to­ 
day in Boston, shattering the windows of 
thè Spanish Iberia Airlines office and sl­ 
ightly wounding a passerby. In San Fran­ 
cisco 40 young men and women carried 
signs 
outside 
the 
Spanish 
consul 
general’s office Monday to protest the 
executions. 
In Stockholm five Swedish labor unions 
said they would participate in a three- 
day 
international transport boycott 
against Spain. And in Madrid the Com­ 
munist party newspaper Pravda said the 
shock over the executions would sweep 
away the Franco regime. 
A dozen nations recalled their ambas­ 
sadors in protest against the executions 
but the strongest protest carne from 
Mexico which called on the United Na­ 
tions to oust Spain from the organization 
and to mount a worldwide economic and 
political boycott. Spain called this de­ 
mand “ intolerable interference” in her 
domestic affairs. 
A senior U.S. government official in 
New York said Washington does not plan 
any official protests. The United States 
is currently engaged in talks with the 
Spanish government over renewing 
agreements on the American bases in 
Spain. 
Tens of thousands of Basques Monday 
paralyzed parts of northern Spain with 
strikes and antigovernment activities. In 
several cities police Monday night 
quelled street demonstrations against 
the death sentences.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The two top 
officials of the Secret Service said today 
they “ wholeheartedly agreed” with the 
decision of a special agent who deter­ 
mined Sara Jane Moore was not a threat 
to the life of President Ford 
The incident occurred the day before 
Miss Moore fired a shot at the President 
and missed in San Francisco. 
Director H. Stuart Knight and Assis­ 
tant Director James T Burke said ex­ 
perienced agents conducted a thorough 
interview with Miss Moore and made a 
decision not to place her under sur­ 
veillance “ on the basis of the best infor­ 
mation we had at the time.” 
I’m not sure the same judgment 
(that she was not a threat) wouldn’t have 
been made” if she had been interveiwed 
the morning of the assassination at­ 
tempt, said Knight 
At a congressional hearing reviewing 
secret service protection in light of two 
recent attempts on President Ford’s life, 
the Secret Service said the Moore inter­ 
view is an example of the most difficult 
task facing special agents — that of spot 
evaluating an 
individual’s 
potential 
threat to a protectee. 


Sen. Joseph Montoya, D-N.M., said it 
seemed “ very strange” that a lookout 
was posted for Miss Moore on Sept. 21, 
the day before the attempted assassina­ 
tion — but she was not under sur­ 
veillance the day of the alleged shooting 
incident 


Burke explained that a gun found in 


M i s s Moore’s possession on Sept 21 had 
been confiscated and she had explained 
to 
the 
agents’ 
satisfaction 
some 
questionable statements that initially 
brought her to the attention of the Secret 
Service 
When San Francisco police brought 
Moore to the attention of the Secret Ser­ 
vice. Burke said, they advised agents she 
had worked with them and “ had never 
been a problem to them prior” 
But police said after the incident that 
they told the Secret Service that Miss 
Moore said she “ wanted to test the 
system” 
. 
But 
when 
asked 
to 
explain 
further. Burke said, “ she said they (her 
comments about testing the system) had 
been taken out of context and she had no 
interest in the President” 
He said Miss Moore explained she 
meant she wanted to “ test the system to 
see if the far left is treated like the far 
right.” That, he added, had a “ slightly 
different 
interpretation” 
than 
the 
original statement 
Burke said the lookout for Miss Moore 
was posted at Stanford University 
because Secret Service agents had not 
yet interviewed her and made a decision 
on her threat of violence to the President. 
After an hour-long interview on 
Sept 21. the agents drove Miss Moore 
back to her residence and "to our 
satisfaction ... that was. as far as we 
were concerned, the end of that. 
Former ambassador reveals 
story of Greek overthrow 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A former 
U.S. ambassador to Greece testified to­ 
day the State Department did nothing to 
stop the Greek overthrow of Cyprus 
President Makarios last year, which 
triggered the Turkish invasion of the 
island. 
Taylor G. Belcher told the House 
Select Committee on Intelligence he did 
not believe reports that the Central 
Intelligence Agency had conspired with 
Greek leaders to overthrow Makarios. 
He said the reports swept the island in 
May and June of last year just before the 
invasion. 
But he said the United States did 
nothing to forestall the ouster of 
Makarios. who he said was sometimes 
referred to among U.S. officials as “ the 
Castro of the Mediterranean.” 
“ The key to the tragedy which lives on 
in that lovelv island lies in the Turkish 
conviction 
that 
the 
US. 
at least 
acquiesced in the Athens takeover ” of 
the Makarios government before the 
Turkish invasion. Belcher testified 
“ At the very least, the U S did 
nothing to prevent it and was at least 
happy to see Makarios out.” 
Beicher blamed Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger - without actually 


mentioning 
him 
by name — 
for 
contributing to the Turkish invasion of 
the island in seeking to preserve good 
relations with 4he military junta which 
controlled Greece at that time; 


"The errors of judgment on the 7th 
Floor of the State Department (where 
Kissinger’s office is located) in the spr­ 
ing of 1974 will - and should - haunt 
those who ignored Turkish sensibility 
while seeking to preserve a Greek 
relationship on the shifting sands of a 
fascist dictatorship.” Belcher said. 


The House committee has sought in 
previous sessions to show that in­ 
telligence information is occasionally 
shunted aside or downgraded because it 
does not accord with the policy views of 
high officials in Washington. 


“ Senior officials (of the Cyprus 
government) told me in June. 1974. that 
they knew that the CIA was paying 
(Greek strongman Dmitrios) loannides 
to subsidize KOKA-B in order to get rid 
of the Castro of the Mediterranean. ” 
Belcher said 


The EOKA-B was a Greek-financed 
group which Belcher said was formed to 
help unite Cyprus under Greek rule.

Overdraft of the county’s 
groundwater 
and 
Cachuma 
Reservoir was suggested for 
the county Water Agency’s con­ 
sideration Monday. 
The 
overdraft 
could 
be 
replenished 
from 
the 
state 
water project later, Engineer- 
Manager 
Charles 
Lawrance 
told the agency. 
Lawrance, 
citing a 
study 
made by his staff and Dr. 
William Bollay, chairman of 
the agency’s advisory commit­ 
tee, said by this plan the county 
could enjoy the benefits of state 
water before 1982. the first year 
it could be hooked up. 
The 
county 
would 
start 
receiving its full entitlement of 
57,700 acre-feet of state water 
from the first year of operation, 
according to the plan. 


Last week, the Water Agency 
projected it would need 45,250 
acre-feet in 1985 and wouldn't 
require its full entitlement until 
1991. In view of the new infor­ 
mation provided by Lawrance 
and Bollay, the agency voted 
Monday to delay making its es­ 
timate to the state until after 
np«t week’s meeting. 
The estimate was made in 
response to a state Department 


of Water Resources request 
that the county project its 
future need for state water. The 
week delay gives the agency 
time to consider amending its 
estimates, 
if 
the 
members 
choose to follow Bollay’s plan. 
Listing some of the advan­ 
tages, Lawrance said the in­ 
terim overdraft plan would: 
— 
Allow 
new 
irrigated 
agriculture 
to 
become 
es­ 
tablished. 
— Reduce the cost of state 
water to individual users by in­ 
creasing its overall volume 
— Take advantage of continu­ 
ing inflation. 
No disadvantages of the plan 
were cited, but Lawrance noted 


there are 
‘insufficient facts 
upon such vital aspects as 
costs" of this alternative. 
Bollay 
suggested 
an 
overdraft of 93.977 acre-feet 
between 1976 and 1981 to be 
replenished 
by 
state 
water 
between 1982 and 1990 
To illustrate how the plan 
could work. Lawrance assumed 
an overdraft of 60.000 acre-feet 
for South Coast basins; 10,000 
acre-feet for Santa Ynez, Santa 
Rita and Lompoc basins; 10.000 
acre-feet from Los Alamos and 
San Antonio; 20.000 acre-feet 
from the Santa Maria Valley. 
About 
50.000 
acre-feet 
overdraft at Cachuma was as­ 
sumed.

SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) - 
Sports activist Jack Scott says 
An article in Rolling Stone 
magazine that claims Patricia 
Hearst joined the SLA of her 
own free will is a “clear viola­

And famed attorney F. Lee 
Bailey, the newest addition to 
the Heant defense team, says 
he's never considered “Rolling 
Stone 
as

authoritative 
source on anything.” 
The article was written by 
David Weir and Howard Kohn, 
who was fired by the Detroit 
Fress Press two years ago for 
writing a false story. 
Kohn was working on a series 
of articles about drugs and he 
said he was kidnaped by nar­ 
cotics dealers and held over­ 
night. 
Kohn won several awards for 
the series but later the Free 
Press 
conducted 
its 
own 
investigation 
ami 
found 


inconsistencies 
The reporter 
admitted there had been no kid­ 
naping and he was dismissed 
The Rolling Stone story said 
Miss Hearst asked to join the 
SLA after seven weeks as a 
prisoner of the revolutionary 
band 
The 21-year-old heiress was 
transported 
by 
Scott 
from 
Berkeley to New York and later 
to Scott’s rented farmhouse in 
Pennsylvania, according to the 
magazine 
account published 
Monday. 
In September, the magazine 
said, Scott drove her back to 
Las Vegas for a rendezvous 
with Steve Soliah and others 
who are suspected of harboring 
her before her capture this 
month. 
The magazine quoted Scott as 
offering to take Miss Hearst 
“anywhere you want to go" 
before he headed with her from 
Berkeley to the East Coast 
after the Los Angeles shootout 


in which killed most of the SLA. 
The magazine said the story 
was based mi interviews the 
two had with three unidentified 
sources “directly involved with 
Patty during the time of the ac­ 
count.” The editors of the 
biweekly tabloid said the inter­ 
views were held before the cap­ 
ture of Miss Hearst. 
Scott told The San Francisco 
Examiner the two reporters 
worked 
with 
his 
attorney, 
Michael Kennedy. He said they 
were involved only as men who 
wanted to aid the Scott defense 
and had promised not to write 
stories unless Scott was in­ 
formed in advance. 
“What they’re doing is illegal 
and immoraf and we will not go 
along with any attempt to dis­ 
credit 
Miss 
Hearst’s 
tes­ 
timony,’’ Scott said. 
He said the story was “a 
crass, sensationalist attempt to 
capitalize on our close rela­ 


tions.” 
Scott added that the story 
was “a clear violation of 
lawyer-client relations" and 
that he and his wife were con­ 
sidering legal action. 
However, he refused to com­ 
ment on the truth of the story 
because to do so would “violate 
our position of total and ab­ 
solute noncollaboration " 
Terence Hallinan, one of Miss 
Hearst’s attorneys, said his 
client “doesn't remember any­ 
thing from that whole period. 
“I spoke to someone who was 
with her during that period who 
says she was catatonic and un­ 
able to say anything but 'yes’ 
and ‘no.’” 
Bailey, reached for comment 
in Uniontown, Pa., where he is 
attending a trial, said he was

American people to know ex­ 
actly where the blame lies. Un­ 
til Congress acts, there is 
nothing this country can do 
about arbitrary OPEC oil price 
hikes, and there may still be 
another price increase next 
June.”

Ray denies killing 
Martin Luther King 


NEW YORK (UPI) - James 
E a rl Ray says he did not shoot 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and 
was a mile from the scene at 
the time. 
The civil rights leader was 
shot to death in Memphis, 
Tenn., 
April 4, 
1968. 
Ray 
pleaded guilty at the time and 
was sentenced to 99 years in jail 
for King’s assassination. 
In an interview published in 
The National Star, writer Steve 
Dunleavy reported Ray told 
him 
matter-of-factly: 
“I 
personally did not shoot Dr. 
King. I might have been partly 
responsible for his death. 
“But then the man who made 
the rifle might have been 
responsible in part, too. 
“I was a mile from the 
scene.” 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
NY. 
(UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has offered to 
set up peace talks between 
Israel and Syria, but a top 
Syrian official says negotia­ 
tions are months away at best. 
Kissinger, who hosted a din­ 
ner for Arab League diplomats 
at the U.S. mission Monday 
night, also said Washington is 
ready to study bringing the 
Palestinians into a peace settle­ 
ment. 
The secretary of state plan­ 
ned to meet over breakfast to­ 
day 
with 
Syrian 
Foreign 
Minister Abdel Halim Khad- 
dam, who has denounced Kis­ 
singer’s most recent foray into 
peacemaking — the Sept 4. 
Egyptian-Israeli agreement. 


Khaddam said Saturday the 
Sinai Desert pact is “part of an 
overall scheme to change the 
battle from an Arab-Zionist one 
to an inter-Arab battle.” 
After his meeting with Kis­ 


singer. Khaddam was due to ad­ 
dress the 30th annual policy 
debate of the U N. General As­ 
sembly. 
He was expected to comment 
on talks with Israel and Kis­ 
singer’s recent call for an infor­ 
mal Middle East conference 
that would include the Soviet 
Union but not the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 
Kissinger told delegates from 
the Arab League, made up of 20 
nations and the PLO, “The 
United States is prepared to 
make the same effort for any 
Arab state that it has already 
made on behalf of some.’’ 


He said U.S. peace efforts in 
the immediate future “will be 
to determine how to proceed 
between Israel and Syria," if 
both sides want negotiations. 


A leading Syrian official, 
however, said any negotiations 
between 
Israel 
and 
Syria 
“would not come for several 
months.” if then. 


The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said there was 
widespread opposition in Syria 
to the Sinai accord. 
Kissinger also said Monday 
night the United States will 
“refine our thinking on how the 
legitimate 
interests of 
the 
Palestinian people can be met 
in an overall peace.” 
U.S. officials said the state­ 
ment represented no change in 
American policy. Washington 
has not recognized the PLO, a 
group Israel has refused to 
bargain with. 
United Arab Emirates Fo­ 
reign Minister Saif Ghobash, 
replying on behalf of the Arab 
League, said a “lasting peace" 
must bring Israel’s withdrawal 
from all captured territories 
and the creation of a homeland 
for the Palestinians. 
About 20 pro-Israeli demon­ 
strators stood across the street 
from the U.S. mission and 
shouted anti-Kissinger and anti- 
Arab slogans. 
Commandos shut radio station 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
Commandos invaded the subur­ 
ban transmitting facilities of a 
far-left radio station today and 
cut it off the air after mutinous 
army troops defied orders to 
oust its employes. 


The 
commandos 
launched 
their operation against Radio 
Renascenca 
as 
government 
leaders met through the night 
at the presidential palace to dis­ 
cuss the ordered takeover of 
Portugal’s 
Communist-con­ 
trolled broadcast stations. 


Prime Minister Jose Pinheiro 
de Azevedo placed the Por­ 
tuguese armed forces on alert 
and 
vowed 
to 
crush 
the 
“escalating political, economic 
and social instability" that left 
the country on the brink of 


anarchy. 
“The events of the last few 
days have surpassed all the 
limits of tolerance and are 
threatening the continuation, 
not only of efficient authority, 
but of any authority and even 
our national independence," 
Azevedo said. 
The commandos were or­ 
dered into action after the 
troops sent to take over Radio 
Renascenca rebelled against 
their officers and allowed the 
leftist workers to broadcast at­ 
tacks against the government. 


Soldiers occupying another 
leftist station — Radio Club — 
also defied orders to take over 
that station, but no action was 
taken against its transmitting 
facilities. 


Some factories in the indus­ 
trial belt around Lisbon shut 
down and several thousand 
demonstrators marched in the 
streets of the capital but no 
serious 
incidents 
were 
reported. 
Today’s crisis came on the 
first anniversary of Gen. An­ 
tonio de Spinola’s resignation 
as Portugal’s first president 
after half a century of right- 
wing 
dictatorship. 
In 
his 
resignation 
speech, 
Spinola 
warned 
that 
Portug 1 
was 
heading for chaos and anarchy. 
Azevedo used the similar 
terms when he ordered the 
armed forces to take over the 
major radio and television sta­ 
tions in Lisbon Monday to halt a 
“provocative campaign" by the 
Communist-run media. 


UFW seeks court orders to 
halt arrest of organizers

The 
United Farm Workers Union 
has called for court orders to 
halt the arrests of organizers oa 
trespassing charges. 


The appeal came after a 
UFW vice president and six 
organizers were placed under 
citizens arrest at the Pandol 
Bros, ranch near here Monday 
on charges of trespassing. 


Ben Maddock, director of the 
UFW 
office 
here 
sent 
telegrams to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., and Bishop Roger 
Mahony, chairman of the state 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board, asking them to take im­ 
mediate legal action to seek in- 
« 


ictions against ranchers and 
la re County Sheriff Bob 
Wiley to prevent further arrests 
of union organizers. 
The UFW also reiterated its 
demand that Walter Kintz be 
removed as General Counsel 
for the ALRB “because of his 
inability to enforce the ALRB’s 
access rule.” 
Richard Chavez, a member of 


the union’s Executive Board 
and brother of UFW leader 
Cesar Chavez said, “We are 
getting sick and tired of being 
arrested every time we go into 
the fields just because Kintz 
lacks the ability to enforce the 
law.” 
Maddox said Wiley and the 
growers continued to arrest 
organizers despite a recent 
State Supreme Court ruling 
which reinstated the ALRB’s 
access rule which, allows union 
organizers to enter private 
ranches to talk with farm 
laborers during the lunch hour 
and before and after work. 
Wiley said last week that he 
wmild continue to book organiz­ 
ers placed under citizens arrest 
by ranch owners on charges of 
trespassing and he criticized 
the ALRB for enacting the rule 
which he said was in direct con­ 
flict 
with 
the 
penal 
code 


trespass law. 
Tulare County Sheriff’s depu­

Charged with trespassing on

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to enforce farm labor law 


SACRAMENTO (UP1) - The 
Agriculture 
Labor 
Relations 
Board, target of heavy criti­ 
cism from unions and growers, 
is assembling an enforcement 
squad of attorneys for a "top 
priority” 
drive 
against 
violators of the new farm labor 
law. 
The team will be sent into the 
fields "to cut through any and 
all red tape and to vigorously 
pursue violators,” said Llewel­ 
lyn Werner, a former staff aide 
to Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
who was temporarily assigned 
to the embattled board. 
Also in developments Mon­ 
day, board administrator Wal­ 
ter 
Kintz 
made a 
surprise 
reversal and threatened legal 
action against Tulare County 
Sheriff Richard Wiley if rules 
allowing union organizers ac­ 
cess to farms are ignored. 
The developments occurred 
as Cesar Chavez' United Farm 
Workers complained again of 
wholesale 
violations 
of 
the 
month-old law 
The UFW, along with the 
Teamsters and growers have 
filed .more than 200 charges of 
unfair labor practices since 
secret-ballot 
union 
elections 
began a month ago. And, at 
least 19 key elections are still 
disputed. 
Attorney General Evelle J, 
Younger is being asked to help 
supply investigators for the en- 


forcment team , Werner said. 
They will join lawyers from the 
board plus newly recruited in­ 
vestigators. Werner said they 
would be handed "top priority." 
Kintz. who serves as the 
board’s general counsel and is 
the primary target of UFW 
criticism , is expected to make 
the formal announcement of the 
enforcement 
team 
next 
Wednesday. 
It was Kintz who moved 
sharply away from his earlier 
hands-off position and warned 
that Wiley faced "im m ediate 
legal action" if union organiz­ 
ers in Tulare County are denied 
access to farm property an hour 
before and after work, and dur­ 
ing lunch, as provided in the 
board’s rule. 
Many growers believe the 
rule is a violation of their 
property 
rights, 
and 
Wiley 
repeatedly has said he would 
arrest "trespassers" on farm 
property. The sheriff called the 
board "out of line" with its 
rule. 
Just a week ago, Kintz said 
the board was powerless to act 
against law enforcem ent of­ 
ficials. His decision reportedly 
was greeted with dismay by the 
board and members were con­ 
sidering going around him. 
In Kern County, m eantim e, a

The arrests intensified de­ 
mands from the union that 
Kintz be removed "because of 
his inability to enforce the 
ALRB’s access rule."

paid health care services for 
about 100,000 Medi-Cal recipi­ 
ents has been delayed until next 
March by a threatened lawsuit, 
a state health official has dis­ 
closed 
Health Department Director 
Jerome A. 
Lackner Monday 
said the Health Maintenance 
Organization 
Association 
of 
America, 
which 
represents 
most of the existing prepaid 
health care plans, had indicated 
it would sue if the proposed 
reorganization was implement­ 
ed on an emergency basis. 
Lackner 
said 
rather 
than 
fight in the courts, the depart­ 
ment would go through the 
regular hearing process.

, GLENDALE, Calif. (UPI) — Casey Stengel, the grand 
old man of baseball who managed the New York Yankees 
to ten pennants and seven World Series championships, 
died today at the age of 85 
Stengel died at 1:58 EDT. in Glendale Community 
Hospital of cancer of the lymph glands and abdomen, a 
hospital spokesman said 
Stengel, the 104th member of the Baseball Hall of 
Fame, was one of the best known personalities of the 
sports world, particularly for his colorful speech, dubbed 
"Stengelese.” 
Two members of the family, not further identified, 
were at his bedside when he d i^ , the hospital spokesman 
said 
. 
Stengel’s wife of many years, Edna, was hospitalized 
before him for treatment of a stroke. 
Stengel spent 55 years in baseball, winning more pen­ 
nants and World Series victories than any major league 
manager in history. 
He was inducted into the Hall of Fame. July 25,1966. 
Casey, bom Charles Dillon Stengel on July 30, 1890 in 
Kansas City. Mo., was one of the most astute baseball 
minds of all time, and he presented a unique spectacle at 
old-timers’ games— wearing on his uniform the insignias 
of all the major league teams he had been associated with 
in his historic career. 
Stengel broke into the majors with Brooklyn in 1912, 
then went to Pittsburgh. Philadelphia, New York and 
finished with Bostwi. 
He guided the Brooklyn Dodgers, the Boston Braves 
and the New York Mets in the NL and the New York

Steve Ramsey. 
Ramsey, the Broncos’backup quarter­ 
back since Charley Johnson arrived from 
Houston in 1972, entered Denver’s game 
with Green Bay early in the second 
Quarter Monday n i^ t when Johnson split 
the index finger on his right hand. 
Ramsey hit 8-of-ll passes for 99 yards, 
including a 10-yard pass to Jack Dolbin 
for a third quarter touchdown and three 
in a row to set up the last of Jim Turner’s 
three field goals, a 32-yarder in the 
fourth quarter. 


Yankees in the American League in his quarter century of 
major league managing. 
While with the Yankees, he made superb use of such 
Hall of Fame material as Joe Dimaggio, Mickey Mantle 
and Whitey Ford. Stengel’s teams virtually took over 
baseball between 1949 and 1960. 
In his 12 seasons with the Yankees, he never finished 
lower than third. 
Stengel led the team to 10 AL pennants - tying his idol 
and model. John McGraw — and seven World Series 
championships. The Yankees finished second in their 
other season under Stengel. 
From 1949 to 1953. the dynasty routinely won five 
straight World Series crowns. 
But it was for the "can’t anybody here play this 
game?” Mets that Stengel saved his love. 
He was fired after the I960 season when the Yanks lost 
the World Series to the Pittsburgh Pirates as too old - 70. 
Less than a year later, he was hired by the newly- 
formed New York Mets. 
The hapless expansion team never got out of the cellar 
during Stengel’s five seasons at the helm, but to the 
embarrassment of the Yankees, the Mets steadily out- 
drew their more successful AL rivals. 
Stengel quit baseball Aug. 30, 1965 because of doctor's 
advice. There was no question where his allegiance in 
later years lay, however. 
A typical Stengel autograirfi read, "Casey Stengel. New 
York Mets, Hall of Famer.” He was abtive in the game 
for nearly all of its modem history, and won recognition 
as an historian of the sport. 


Joe's only chance 
Frazier to pressure Ali

MANILA (UPI)—When they’re off by 
themselves, huddled together talking, 
trainer-adviser Eddie Futch keeps ham­ 
mering home one word to Joe Frazier, 
repeating it over and over until it sounds 
like some broken record to the listening 
challenger. 
The word is "pressure.” 
If Eddie Futch has said it once in the 
past six weeks, he has said it 10,(X)0 times 
so Joe Frazier has it firmly fixed in his 
mind that if there is one means of 
beating Muhammad Ali for the world 
heavyweight championship here (tonight 
U.S. time), then this is it. 
Eddie Futch is only 1(K) per cent right. 
Muhammad Ali has had 50 professional 
fights and in all those fights only two of 
his opponents ever put any real pressure 
on him. One was Joe Frazier and the 
other was Ken Norton. 
Both were schooled by Eddie Futch, 
who kept drumming that same word, 
pressure, into them each time they went 
up against Ali. 
"My fighters have fought him four 
times before and they won two and lost 
two.” says Futch. "No matter whether 
he got the decision or not, he (Ali) knew 
he was in a life and death struggle with 
them each time.” 
There is no question but that Joe 
Frazier will try to pressure Ali right 
from the start this time again. 
A 20-game winner doesn’t start ex­ 
perimenting with a new pitch in the 
World Series, and Joe Frazier isn’t about 


to turn Fancy Dan in this one. He knows 
his best shot is that murderous left hook 
of his delivered at short range and 
nobody takes it and smiles back, not even 
Muhammad Ali. 
Eddie Futch hasn’t filled Joe Frazier’s 
head with a whole lot of mumbo-jumbo. 
He has simply told him Ali is not invinci­ 
ble. he can be beaten, and the way to do 
it is keep after him all the time, keep up 
the pressure, foul up his timing and don’t 
give him the distance he likes so much. 
Frazier understands all this. 
Ali is foxy. 
He has made fun of Frazier’s head 
"being right there all the time.” He’d 
like the challenger to back off and try to 
box with him, but he might as well ask 
him to stand there in the ring and recite 
poetry. 


Ali makes a big thing about the condi­ 
tion he’s in. but I think Frazier is in bet 
ter conditon. I’ve seen Frazier get 
knocked out early by George Foreman 
but I’ve never seen him ever tire as 
much as Ali has in most of his most re­ 
cent fights. 
I picked Ali to beat Sonny Liston when 
he was an underdog the first time they 
met. and again when he went in against 
George Foreman a year ago in Zaire, but 
I like Joe Frazier in this one by a deci­ 
sion. 
To beat Frazier. Ali would have to 
catch him early, the way Foreman did 
and Ali isn’t an especially quick starter 
What’s more, he has a tendency to tire 
easily despite all his talk about dancing 
all night. Those days are gone. They only 
exist in his mind.

Players' turn

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Wilt Chamberlain retired 
from playing pro basketball last year but as things 
look now, he may have to play one more year to make 
that retirement stick. 
Seymour Goldberg, attorney for Chamberlain, said 
Monday the 7-foot-l giant will report to the Los 
Angeles Lakers within the next few days to play out a 
disputed option year so he can be a "free man.” 
Chamberlain dominated pro basketball during his 14- 
year career and is the highest scorer in NBA history. 
Chamberlain, who has branched out in different areas 
of athletics, spent part of the summer with his pro 
volleyball team. 
"The reason he’s reporting is that he’s learned the 
Lakers claim he owes them another year’s playing 


time," Goldberg said. 
There was speculation, however, that Chamberlain 
was reporting in order to force the Lakers into a deal 
with the New York Knicks. It is highly doubtful Los 
Angeles will pay Chamberlain’s $450,000 annual salary 
since he most probably will be sitting on the bench 
behind Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, another $500,000 a year 
performer just obtained from Milwaukee. 
The question of Chamberlain’s retirement came up 
last week when the Knicks expressed an interest in 
him and asked the Lakers permission to talk to the 
basketball star about coming out of retirement. 
If Chamberlain owes the Lakers another year, the 
Knicks would have to negotiate a deal with the Los 
Angeles club. 


The 39-year-old star denies he owes the club any 
time but is willing to play and be paid by the Lakers. 
In his last year with Los Angeles. Chamberlain made 
$450.000 a year

Former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan warned Monday Con­ 
gress should halt their probe of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
because it may be endangering 
the national security. 
‘‘The very attack on the CIA 
has dried up hundreds of infor­ 
mation sources throughout the 
world.” Reagan said. “ Agents 
no longer take the chance, they 
are fearful of a leak which will 
endanger their lives.” 
Reagan was a member of the 
blue-ribbon panel appointed by 
President Ford to investigate 
whether the CIA conducted 
domestic spying in violation of 
its charter. 
Reagan agreed with Rep. Otis 
G. Pike, D-N.Y., who recently 
said the country’s intelligence 
operation is so bogged down 
America would have no ad­ 
vance warning of foreign at­ 
tack. 
“ What Congressional investi­ 
gations are doing, as Pike ad­ 
mitted, is that right now we 
could be subject to a sneak at­ 
tack and would have no advance 
warning,” Reagan said.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Most 
states, and numbers of counties and 
cities, are far ahead of the United States 
government in laws attacking conflicts 
of interest and corruption among office 
holders. 
At least 30 states now have such laws. 
So do a fist-full of local governments. 
But in all too many 
cases, even the well- 
written laws go unen­ 
forced. Most state and 
local prosecutors ig­ 
nore corruption — if 
it’s political. To act 
w o u ld 
in v o lv e 
prosecuting friends 
and associates. 
Ethics committees, 
appointed to w atch 
d ^ state legislatures, 
likew ise have been 
snail-like in enforcing 
the rules governing financial disclosure 
and fin a n c ia l c o n d u c t fo r s ta te 
legialM tors. 
Sometimes, federal officers move In 
when locals fail to act. As in New Jersey 
and in Baltimore County, Maryland. But 
these cases are few and far between.

But who then will enforce federal cor­ 
rupt practices, financial disclosure and 
conflict of interest laws? That is, if 
Congress ever stops its dilly dallying and 
comes up with adequate rules governing 
the ethics and the financial disclosure of 
Washington lawmakers, officials of the 
executive departments, and the military. 
The answer is probably appallingly 
simple. Even if the laws are written with 
care and precision — and there is no 
evidence of this to date in the bills now 
before Congress — they will not be en­ 
forced, except in rare instances. The 
record of the Department of Justice has 
not been good in political crim es. 
D e sp ite W a te rg a te ,th e a tto rn e y 
general’s batting average is not likely to 
improve greatly, especially when it 
comes to investigating, prosecuting and 
convicting U.S. congressmen. 
This means that if we are to get the 
laws required, and see to their enforce­ 
ment. individual citizens and citizen 
groups, and whichever political party is 
out of power at the moment, will of 
necessity bring these cases to public at­ 
tention and see that they are brought to 
trial in whatever court is appropriate. 
TTie press is one of the most important of 
these groups, and it is certain that if we 
are to have effective enforcement of con- 


flict of interest laws and a major reduc­ 
tion of political crime, more newspapers 
m ust of necessity hire additional 
reporters free to take the time to dig 
where prosecutors are unwilling to go. 
Politicians are not going to police 
themselves, except in rare instances for 
sh o rt p erio d s. T h ere have been 
W atergates l^ o re , with nothing done. 
This is not to despair. As Common 
Cause repoits, of the 14 independent 
state ethics commissions monitoring 
state conflict of Interest and financial 
disclosure laws, 11 have been established 
in the last 36 months. Half of the 30 state 
laws which require public officials to dis­ 
close financial interests have been put 
into force in the same short three years, 
including most of the more rigorous. 
The California Political Reform Act, 
approved by 70 per cent of the state’s 
voters, was passed in June, 1974. In 
N ovem ber. 1972. 72 per cen t of 
Washington State’s voters put into effect 
a law requiring state and local elected 
officials to file each year a sworn state­ 
ment of financial affairs. South Dakota, 
in 1974, passed a sweeping law which in­ 
cludes candidates for Congress, as well 
as state elected and appointed officials. 
'The evidence is not all in, but it seems 
clear that most of the 30 state laws were 
rammed through by public pressure. 


WASHINGTON - The epitaph that the 
poet John Keats proposed in despair at 
the close of his short life was. “ Here lies 
one whose name was writ on w ater.” 
While the enduring beauty of Keats’ 
poetry has stood the test of time, that 
epitaph could serve for those swelling 
the flow of ephemeral writing pouring 
off the presses in in­ 
creasing volume. 
But 
there 
a»e 
notable exceptions and 
one is a book that stir­ 
red a storm of con­ 
troversy and brought a 
major change in the 
national environment. 
Rachel 
Carson’s 
“Silent 
Spring,” 
published 
in 
1961, 
dramatized the threat 
of the pesticide DDT 
to bird and animal life. 
So strong was the protest Silent Spring 
aroused that Congress enacted drastic 
restraints on the indiscriminate use of 
DDT. 
Once again the issue is in the news 
over proposed amendments that en­ 
vironmentalists charge would greatly 
weaken these restraints. The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture would be given in ef­ 
fect a veto power over rulings of the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency. The 
way would be open to wholesale use of 
the pesticide that had begun to work such 
havoc on wildlife. 


The issue is. however, broa(ter than 
DDT. It covers a wide range, pitting the 
environmentalists against business and

industrial interests who contend that 
crusading 
extremists 
are 
seriously 
hampering American productivity. This 
argument is reinforced by the recession 
and its impact on industrial output. 
Russell Train, the embattled head of 
the Environmental Protection Agency, is 
fighting to hold emission standards on 
the motor car while Detroit insists that 
this will increase car prices, con­ 
tributing to inflation, and cut down out­ 
put. 
Standards are being pushed back in 
respqnae-to-this contention and the smog 
pollution hanging oVer most major cities 
is not likelyjo decrease. 
A^onsiderable part of the scientific 
community has expressed concern over 
the aerosol spray device and the possible 
degradation of the protective layer of 
ozone in the upper atmosphere. 
Not so, says Robert H. Abplanalp 
whose patents cover the device on shav­ 
ing cream, hair sparays and a multitude 
of other uses. Thanks to his large for­ 
tune, this close friend of Richard Nixon 
was able to provide the former President 
with a retreat on the Bahamian cay he 
owns as the net of W atergate closed 
around him. 
The conflict over admission of the Con­ 
corde, the supersonic aircraft on which 
Britain and France have put such a large 
stake, is certain to grow. The en­ 
vironmentalists charge that allowing it 
to land at Kennedy and Dulles airports 
would contribute not only to noise pollu­ 
tion but it would also endanger ^ e 
protective layer that screens radiation 
from the sun. 
The federal government has authority 


to grant landing rights at Dulles while 
the power over Kennedy rests in New 
York In any event, a court suit is certain 
to challenge any affirmative action. 
This could mean long delays with the 
British and the French increasingly an­ 
noyed, since New York in particular is a 
major traffic center. Denial might even 
mean some form of retaliation on 
landing rights for Paris and London, so 
intense is the feeling about the Concorde 
and the chances to recover some of the 
several billion dollars put into its 
development. 
This is only the touch on certain of the 
areas where environment is pitted 
against development and production. 
Strip mining and the exploitation of coal 
deposits in the wide open spaces of the 
West are the focus of sharp controversy 
as the demand for sources of energy to 
supplant oil grows in volume. 
The 
environmentalists 
have 
their 
freaky, far-out fringe. But the roots of 
conservation 
and 
saving 
America’s 
natural beauty go deep into the early 
years of this century We had great 
naturalists such as John Muir who wrote 
with devotion and a kind of poetry of the 
splendors of an America untouched by 
the developer and the highway builder. 
A country sealed over with concrete is 
a sterile and depressing prospect. The 
ever-growing 
number 
of 
species 
vanishing before the onrush of “ prog­ 
ress” leave us with precious few sur­ 
vivors. It was a response to this dismal 
prospect that Rachel Carson stirred in 
Silent Spring. And the environmentalists 
are going into action to try to save the 
gains she helped to bring about.

Kennedy candidacy 


Washington - (NEA) - Politics is 
nothing if not dreams, and the dream in 
the Democratic Party for years has had 
as its setting the 1976 nominating conven­ 
tion: It is late in the show, pretenses are 
falling like the leaves of Autumn, and the 
George Wallace forces continue to 
deadlock good sense. 
After five ballets the 
audience rebels at the 
prospect of choosing 
again between, groan, 
Henry 
Jackson 
and 
Hubert 
Humphrey. 
Suddenly, 
from 
the 
back of die hall, the 
chant begins: “ Ken­ 
nedy, Kennedy, Ken- 
nee-dee!” 
Order 
is 
called, 
but 
half 
heartedly, and anyway 
it is too late. The chant 
becomes bedlam and 
the game is over; Ekiward M. Kennedy is 
the man. 
The dream is most illogical. There has 
not been a deadlocked Democratic con­ 
vention since 1924, and no genuine draft 
since the party’s choice of Jam es Gar­ 
field. Besides, Teddy Kennedy insists 
he’ll not run nor be conscripted. Yet such 
is the dream ’s appeal that multiplying 
numbers of other Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidates are beginning to believe 
it has what Jimmy Carter’s people call 
the stuff of self-fulfilling prophesy. If so, 
many grump, the party is doing everyone 
a disservice, probably including itself. 
The ongoing Kennedy fascination has 
long perplexed those others who would 
be the E)emocrat’s favorite. Early this 
year one unannounced candidate said 
privately, 
after 
a 
reporter’s 
in­ 
discretion: “ Are we discussing Ken­ 
n e y ’s qualifications or mine? It’s b«d 
enough reading about his superiorities 
but I’ll be damned if I’ll talk about them 
too.” 
This frustration, though still largely 
private, has since assumed formal 
dimensions; Rep. Morris Udall, as ex­ 
ample, now says gingerly that if the 
Democrats force a Kennedy candidacy 
they will be running a man for the 
E 
residency 
who 
breaks 
his 
word; 
ackers of other candidates focus their 
condemnations on the idea that a party 
of 60 million people has only one man 
worth courting. 
The resentments are natural oiough. 


It’s a bit off-putting, says Udall assistant 
Bob Neuman, “to work your rear for 
months and then find out in a California 
poll that Kennedy is still ahead of 
everybody by three tim es.” What’s 
more, there are the financial con­ 
siderations; new laws which limit cam ­ 
paign contributions have minimized №e 
effects of contributors who are holding 
their money until the Kennedy question 
is final, but as Carter aide Jody Powell 
says: “ Even if we can get a Kennedy 
man to give us some money, we can’t yet 
get his full support, we can’t for instance 
get him to go out among his neighbors 
and raise the money he otherwise 
might.” 
Beyond the notions of finances and 
fairness, th o u ^, is that of logic. Not en­ 
tirely defensively, supporters of other 
candidates say their campaign travels 
have convinced them that though Ken­ 
nedy might win a convention he could not 
at 
this 
time 
win 
an election. 
A 
Watergate-sobered 
public, 
it’s 
ex­ 
plained, is in no mood for risking another 
president of questionable character. 
Says an observer close to Fred Harris: 
“ I personally think things like Chappa- 
quidick, booze and women add to Ken­ 
nedy’s mystique. But that’s the grudging 
admiration in me. Out in mid-America, 
where they still do the two step, there 
are hordes of voters who just aren’t 
similarly inclined.” 
How much would Chappaquidick m at­ 
ter? “ At least three or four percenUge 
points if Kennedy runs,” says a rival, 
“and since we think the next election will 
probably be close, it could be that Chap­ 
paquidick would mean the difference.” 
At best, the candidate adds, Kennedy 
might squeak by a weak Jerry Ford only 
to take office under a cloud of public 
suspicion and resentment, in which case

We workers are often reminded that 
our system of “ Supply and Demand’’ is 
adequate to meet the needs of our 
society.
